The Supreme Court agreed Monday to decide 
whether California can ban the sale or rental of 
violent video games to children. 

The court will review a federal court’s decision 
to throw out California’s ban. The 9th U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in Sacramento said the law 
violated minors’ rights under the First and Four- 
teenth amendments to the Constitution. 

California’s law would have prohibited the sale 
or rental of violent games to anyone under 18. It 
also would have created strict labeling require- 
ments for video game manufacturers. Retailers 
who violated the act would have been fined up to 
$1,000 for each violation. 

The law never took effect and was challenged 


shortly after it was signed by Gov. Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger. A U.S. District Court blocked it after 
the industry sued the state, citing constitutional 
concerns. 

Opponents of the law note that video games 
already are labeled with a rating system that lets 
parents decide what games their children can 
purchase and play They also argue that the video 
games are protected forms of expression under the 
First Amendment. 

The high court’s action Monday was surpris- 
ing, given that justices just last week voted 8-1 
to strike down a federal law that banned videos 
showing animal cruelty The California case poses 
similar free speech concerns, although the state

Know your CTA 
board chairman 

It’s been about six months since Mayor Daley tapped Terry Peterson 
to become chairman of the seven-member CTA board, the agency’s 
governing arm. 

Going Public sat down with Peterson, 50, recently to discuss his 
time in office and his goals, which are mostly to advocate for more 
funding for the cash-strapped CTA. 

While you’re likely to see or hear of Peterson in Washington and 
Springfield, you probably haven’t spotted him on a bus or train. 

When GP asked Peterson when he last rode the CTA, he replied: 
“Oh God. It’s been a couple of years.” Peterson, who grew up in 
Chicago and lives in the city, said he intends this summer “to become 
a tourist in this city on public transit.” 

» Resume: Peterson is vice president for governmental affairs at Rush 
University Medical Center From 2000 to 2006, he ran the Chicago 
Housing Authority and worked with CTA president Rich Rodriguez, who 
served as managing director of CH A operations. 

»Why he took the job: "I was honored when the mayor asked me to come 
over and do this.” Peterson said. “He said, Terry, although you’re going 
over during challenging economic times, I need the board and you to 
make sure that you’re focused on improving the quality of service of mass 
transit in this city.’ ” 

» On his first six months: “So far, so good ... Huge challenges but proud 
of the way the staff managed its way through it thus far” Would he 
change anything? “Very little that could have been done differently.” 

» His focus: “Safe, courtesy, on-time and clean,” Peterson said. “Those 
four things resonate with me.” 

» His greatest chaiienge: “Trying to ensure funding,” Peterson said. 
“How do we get a more stable funding source on both the capital [elimi- 
nating slow zones, expansion projects, bus replacement] side and the 
operating [labor, security, maintenance and repair] side?” 

»On service cuts: Peterson said he’s more focused on preventing future 
service cuts than restoring the cuts to bus schedules and train frequency 
that took effect in February. 

» His reiationship with the unions: As CTA enacted service cuts, 
Peterson, Rodriguez and the leaders for the two unions that represent 
CTA held a few dueling news conferences. Both sides said they tried to 
contact one another and blamed one another’s unwillingness to meet 
and negotiate. Still. Peterson said. “I think we had a pretty decent work- 
ing relationship.” 

» What he wants riders to know about him: “I enjoy public service. I’ve 
been involved in it for 20 years.” Peterson said. “I enjoy being in a posi- 
tion to make a difference and to improve the quality of life for people.”

To get answers to five questions many renters 
have about repairs, painting and deposits. RedEye 
consulted tenants’ rights experts as well as land- 
lords and property managers.

RULES OF RENTING

REDEYE 

Scouring apartment listings. Scrambling to 
inspect apartments to see if they match your 
wish list and budget. Stuffing all your belong- 
ings into boxes. 

Moving season is upon Chicogoans again, 
with May i looming as one of the busiest 
move-in dates of the year. 

For the 1.3 million renters in the city the 
renting rat race can be stressful. But there is 
a silver lining: Available apartments outweigh 
the number of renters, according to area rent- 
al experts, giving Chicagoans the upper hand 
when it comes to bargaining with landlords 
and getting good deals on rent. At the same 
time, landlords are giving renters enticing of- 
fers they can’t refuse, like half or a full month 
rent-free, low move-in fees instead of hefty 
deposits, and inclusion of utilities and park- 
ing in rent prices. 

Take the case of Kevin Hannan, 39, who re- 
cently moved from NewTbrk to Chicago. He 
spent only five days looking for a top-floor, 
two-bedroom gut rehab unit in a walkable 
neighborhood for less than $1,650 a month. 


He found it in Andersonville. 

The landlord’s “letting me move in early for 
no extra cost,” Hannan said. And they worked 
out a deal to have it completely furnished, he 
said. 

Converted condos are contributing to the 
inventory of rental spaces, apartment finding 
services say The slowed number of workers 
moving to Chicago for jobs because of the 
economic downturn also means more units 
are available. 

“Cash is tight and everyone’s on a money 
crunch,” said Maurice Ortiz, marketing direc- 
tor at The Apartment People, who said rent- 
ers are now asking if owners can be flexible. 

“Most neighborhoods are full of supply 
where landlords are being negotiable and 
waiving security deposits on some occasions,” 
said Justin Elliott, CEO of Chicago Apart- 
ment Finders. 

However, demand remains high in popu- 
lar neighborhoods such as Lakeview, Lincoln 
Park and the Gold Coast, he said. “In spite 
of that, it’s still a renter’s market, but mainly 
a renter’s market in neighborhoods north, 
south and west,” Elliott said. 


RENTER’S 
SITUATION 

Can I paint the 
walls? Does it matter 
if I return the walls to 
their original color? 

Expert advice: Consult the lease 
first. Most prohibit the tenant from 
making any improvements without 
the advanced consent of the land- 
lord. said Douglas Pensack. associ- 
ate director of the Illinois Tenants 
Union. If the landlord allows paint- 
ing. make sure to get it in writing "so 
there won’t be ‘landlord amnesia’ on the 
subject later.” he said. Some leases allow the 
walls to be painted a different color but re- 
quire tenants to repaint the walls the original 
color when they move, he said. 

Landlord response: It’s up to each owner, 
said Sam Martin, property manager at Seminary 
Properties and Management Ltd. His company doesn’t 
permit painting because too often tenants didn’t paint 
the walls back and it became an added cost for the 
owner. "For the most part landlords are typically pretty 
flexible.”said Paul Houillon. president of Connected 
Property Management. "What owners get upset about 
is tenants move in and that’s their plan and don’t say 
anything and start painting the walls.” 
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RENTER’S SITUATION 

If my toilet breaks and I call a plumber, do I have to pay for that? 


Expert advice: If the toilet breaks, the landlord is responsible for fixing it, 
Pensack said. If the landlord doesn’t respond promptly, renters have to give 
the landlord advance written notice before calling a plumber, he said. If the 
landlord doesn’t respond to the notice, the tenant can call a plumber and 
bill the landlord by taking the cost they incur from the next month’s rent, 
Pensack said. 

If the landlord responds to the notice and allows the tenant to hire a con- 
tractor for the repair work, the tenant should get the agreement in writ- 
ing, said John Bartlett, executive director of the Metropolitan Tenants 
Organization. 

If the problem was caused deliberately or negligently by the tenant, he or 
she is on the hook for the repair expense, according to the ordinance. 


Landlord response: If something breaks, rent- 
ers should contact the management com- 
pany first, Martin said. His group. Seminary 
Properties Ltd., owns and operates properties 
on the North Side. 

Some properties also have staff available 
24 hours a day to deal with urgent issues, said 
Paul Houillon, whose Connected Property 
Management based in Lincoln Park. 

“Good owners who want to keep their tenants 
should make repairs right away,” he said. 


RENTER’S SITUATION 

My landlord Isn’t cashing my check 

promptly. What can I do about that? 

Expert advice: Tenants should get either a written receipt 
from their landlord or agent or a certificate of mailing receipt 
to prove the rent was paid on time, Pensack said. If the renter 
is concerned about his or her check being cashed late, he or 
she could pay with a money order, he said. Bartlett suggested 
communicating with the landlord about why it’s not being 
cashed promptly. 

Landlord response: Some rent checks even come with 
notes saying please deposit as quickly as possible, and at 
other times asking to delay cashing the checks, Martin said. 
Houillon said some management com- 
panies have an online payment system 
in place where they can make pay- 
ments and set up recurring payments 
for rent. 






RENTER’S SITUATION 

Should I be getting Interest on my depos- 
it? How long will It take to get It back? 

Expert advice: Interest, with a rate set by the city, is owed, 
due and payable each year to the tenant, Pensack said. 
Deposits are required to be repaid within 45 days of mov- 
ing out of the apartment, he said. “But theft of deposits by 
landlords is extremely common, and may require pursuit 
through the courts to actually retrieve them,” he said. 

It’s a good idea for tenants to take pictures of the apart- 
ment upon move-in to document the condition of the 
place, noting if there are any issues and where they are, 
Bartlett said. 

Landlord response: If the landlord is going to 
deduct an amount from the security deposit for 
damages, the landlord has to provide an esti- 
mate or receipts within 30 days, Houillon said. 
Before dropping off the keys when moving out, 
Houillon suggests tenants again do another in- 
spection to ensure they get a fair amount of their 
deposit back. 








RENTER’S SITUATION 

Why do I have to replace the light bulbs? What if the fridge breaks— do I have to pay for that, too? 


Expert advice: It’s custom for the tenant to replace light 
bulbs as well as the battery in the smoke detector inside 
the apartment, Pensack said. However, the standard of the 
building code is that the landlord is responsible for nearly 
all other maintenance, such as appliances offered to tenants 
as part of the lease, such as a refrigerator, he said. 


Landlord response: Tenants also are responsible for batteries for carbon 
monoxide detectors and furnace filters if they have individual heating or 
cooling systems, Martin said. If appliances that are part of the apartment 
when the renter moved in break down, the landlord is responsible for 
getting a new one in a timely fashion at no cost to the renter unless the 
tenant misused it, he said.

“Everybody knows their frustration, when 
one crime is one too many in any communi- 
ty— any death or any injury,” Daley said, taking 
a quick break from an international municipal 
conference to address the issue. “But like any- 
thing else, you have to look at long-term solu- 
tions. Tbu can’t just put something temporary 
in there. 

“People have to get involved in their commu- 
nity family by family and block by block.” 

Daley’s remarks came a day after state Reps. 


John Fritchey and LaShawn Ford, both Chicago 
Democrats, held a news conference to suggest 
the National Guard be deployed in Chicago 
to quell the violence, at a time when the city’s 
murder rate is on the rise. They said as many 
people have been slain in the city this year as 
U.S. soldiers in Iraq and Afghanistan combined. 

While the city’s homicide rate is on an uptick 
in the early part of this year, it is generally down 
from years past, when more than 500 people a 
year were killed. 

Gov Pat Quinn said Monday that he will not 
deploy members of the National Guard to help 
patrol city streets unless requested to do so by 
Daley Quinn said it could be counterproductive 
to police efforts, as law enforcement officers 


and military personnel are trained differently 

The governor suggested the National Guard 
could be most helpful by providing intelligence 
assistance and the use of helicopters for aerial 
surveillance. But even that step would be ex- 
traordinary and Quinn said it would not hap- 
pen without a request from Daley— a possibil- 
ity that seems remote. 

Quinn was asked if the crime situation rose to 
the level of needing the National Guard, since 
the homicide rate is lower than in years past. 

“One homicide is too many in my book, and 
I think we should always look for every way to 
coordinate our public safety resource in Illinois 
at every level to make sure we have safe streets 
and safe communities and safe people,” he said.

Companies to cut the salt 


NEW YORK Sixteen food companies plan to cut 
the amount of salt in bacon, flavored rice and 
dozens of other products as part of a national effort to 
reduce American’s sodium consumption by 20 percent. 

“Sodium is a major cause of high blood pressure, 
which in turn can lead to heart attack and stroke,” 
said New York Mayor Michael Bloomberg, who an- 
nounced Monday that companies including H.J. 
Heinz Co., Kraft Foods Inc. and Starbucks will com- 
mit to the voluntary National Salt Reduction Initia- 
tive, a public-private partnership initiated by New 
York City 

Mark Broadhurst, director of corporate affairs for 
Mars Foods, attended the City Hall news conference 
with Bloomberg on Monday and said the company 
would cut the salt in its Uncle Ben’s flavored rice 
products by 25 percent over flve years. 

“When it comes to reducing sodium, if you can make 
it here you can make it anywhere,” Broadhurst said. 

Lanette Kovachi, corporate dietitian for Subway 
said the sandwich chain already has cut sodium by 
30 percent in its European outlets and is working on 
reducing salt in its U.S. restaurants. 

“We’re actively working with our food suppliers to 
reduce sodium in all of our menu items,” she said. 

Heinz had announced that the company would re- 
duce sodium by 15 percent in all the ketchup it sells in 
the U.S. starting May i.

The salt reduction initiative has set a goal of cut- 
ting the salt in 62 categories of packaged foods and 
25 categories of restaurant foods by 25 percent over 
flve years. That would lead to a reduction in the na- 
tion’s salt intake by 20 percent, health officials said. 

Lori Roman, president of the Salt Institute, a trade 
association, said the sodium initiative was “not based 
on sound science.” 

“The Italians eat about 40 percent more sodium 
than Americans, yet they have better cardiovascular 
health than Americans,” Roman said. “So it’s not the 
sodium. It’s an overall diet high in fruits and vegeta- 
bles.”

Crystal Bowersox rocks, it^s plain to see. The folksy guitar-slinger 
from rural Ohio has thus far dominated this lackluster season of 
‘‘American Idol” with her vocal prowess and easygoing stage presence. 
So why, then, are so many people hung up on her hair? 

Via blogs and message boards, fans have issued proclamations on 
the long, blond, ropelike dreadlocks the 24-year-old sports. Some 
love them, but others deride them with a passion.

'Venomous adjectives such as “dirty, filthy, and 
trashy” have been used to describe them. “[The/re] 
ugly and make her look cheap,” one poster insisted. 
She’s a “fake sister,” claimed another, referring to 
the fact that dreadlocks mostly are associated with 
black hair. 

All this vitriol underscores the many stigmas and 
stereotypes attached to a hairstyle that dates to an- 
cient Egypt and, more recently, often is associated 
with reggae artist Bob Marley, a member of the Ras- 
tafari movement. 

[But even though mainstream celebrities such 
as Whoopi Goldberg, singers Lenny Kravitz and 
Adam Duritz, baseball star Manny Ramirez and 
author Alice Walker have sprouted dreadlocks 
through the yea rs, it’s a hairsftje that remains 
^misunderstood. I 

“I can’t tell you how many people have approached 
me trying to buy, sell, or give me pot,” says Ludovic 
Blain, a Berkeley Calif, resident who has worn dread- 
locks for 14 years. And I don’t smoke anything.” 

Although he believes his thick tresses have gained 
more acceptance in recent years, Blain, who has a 
Cornell University education and an administrative 
position, has seen them provoke false perceptions 


in job interviews and some social circles. 

“People struggle to fit me in a box, especially 
when I leave a major metropolitan area,” he says. 
‘Am I a radical? Am I homeless? Lazy? ... At this 
point, I just chuckle.” 

Jordan Aiken can relate. The 23 -year-old, a recent 
graduate of UC Berkeley, recalls how sororities and 
certain clubs shunned her. 

“Before I had dreadlocks, I remember being ap- 
proached by lots of campus [recruiters],” she says. 
‘Afterward, they would just smile and let me walk on 
by without handing me their fliers. ... They probably 
didn’t think I fit into their demographic.” 

Like others who favor dreadlocks, Aiken has seen 
them arouse curiosity in friends and strangers. ‘A 
lot of people want to come up and touch them,” she 
says. She also has dealt with what might be the big- 
gest misconception about dreadlocks: that they’re 
the unclean, unkempt byproduct of neglect. 

“They’re not dirty I wash my hair. I really do,” she 
says, laughing. “No one ever says they smell bad or 
anything.” 

Indeed, Michelle Robinson, who specializes in 
“locking” (or knitting) hair in her Oakland salon.

Naturally %urs, insists the hairstyle actu- 
ally can be very high maintenance, with 
some dreadheads spending several hours a 
week on grooming and upkeep. 

“There’s a lot of ignorance out there. 
What we’re basically talking about is just 
a larger strand of hair,” says Robinson, who 
prefers to drop the word “dread” from the 
term. “It’s not dreadful. It’s clean and beau- 
tihil.” 

One issue concerning the hairstyle is 
tinged with tension: Who should wear 
them? For Rastafarians, dreadlocks are a 
symbol of inner spirituality Moreover, for 
many blacks, dreadlocks represent a vivid 
rejection of assimilation and an expression 
of racial pride. That’s why some regard 
Caucasians with locks as “culture vultures.” 

Lanita Jacobs-Huey an associate profes- 
sor of anthropology and ethnic studies at 
the University of Southern California, says 
it’s a subject that often comes up in her 
classes. 

“Someone will say: ‘I saw a white per- 
son with locks and I don’t know how I feel 
about it,’ ” she says. “For me, personally it 
always seems interesting and different [to 
see a white person with locks}. Who knows 
what their spiritual or cultural predilections 
might be? Or is it just a fashion statement?” 

John Meagher, 21, a white Oakland resi- 
dent and lead singer in a rock band, has 
had locks for two years. He says his hair 
choice has drawn compliments from black 
acquaintances. 


“Maybe it’s because I really don’t go for a 
Rasta vibe. I’m not pretending to be some- 
thing I’m not,” he says. “I actually hate reg- 
gae.” 

For the record, Bowersox, who has had 
her locks for four-plus years, has said in 
various interviews that she has no inten- 
tion of snipping them off just to please the 
“Idol” voters. 


That sentiment draws a hearty cheer 
from Aiken, who has sported her blonde 
locks for a similar amount of time. 

“It’s a singing competition. They should 
probably focus on her voice,” she says. “If 
she loves her locks, I think she should just 
rock them and ignore what the people are 
saying. They’re probably just jealous any- 
way” 


Religious persuasions: Several as- 
cetic groups within major religions 
have embraced the hairstyle, including 
the Nazarites of Judaism, the Sadhus 
of Hinduism and the Coptic monks of 
Christianity. The tresses that provided 
Sampson with all that strength? Dreadlocks.
